DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
24, 2004 has been entered. 

2. Newly submitted claims 1-10 are presently directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
The claims previous examined were directed to micro-stamp sticks. The claims as 
amended canceled the sticks and the structural requirements thereof and are presently 
directed an.array of micro-stamp heads andfurther structural limitations thereof. The - 
array of sticks and array of heads are separate distinct inventions. The array of heads 
as claims was not previously examined. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-10 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

As such no claims are directed to the previously considered invention. 
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Applicants cannot file an RCE to obtain continued exannination on the basis of 
claims that are independent and distinct from the claims previously claimed and 
examined as a matter of right (i.e., applicant cannot switch inventions). See 37 CFR 
1.145. MPEP 706.07(h)
